THE HUDSON'S BAY RK. BR. 


It does nov appear that the Dom- 
inion Government have done any- 
thing more for the Hudson’s Bay 
railway than to agree to recommend 
to Parliament to subsidize the ros 
as soon as “the company produce 
satisfactory evidence of thir ability 
to construet 300 miles from Winni- 
peg to the Saskatchewan at or near 
High Falls.” This, of course, 15 a 
most important decision but it does 


not mean that the Government will 
do anything this year, as some East- 
ern papers appear to think they will. 
The Government will not undertake 
to make any payments until Parlia- 
ment has sanctioned such a course, 
The company will now be put to 
their trumps. With the promised 
subsidy they ought to be able to fin- 
ance the scheme in land, provi- 
ded the personnel of the company 
be found satisfactory. 


THE CAYUSE, 


I noticed an article inthe Tribune the 
other day, stating that the eayuse or In- 
dian pony was not a mative of the Terri- 
tories but was a sadly degenerated repres- 
entative of the horses introduced into the 
Territories fifty or sixty years ago by the 
Hedson's Bay Company. 

The writer was right in one particular; 
that the Indian pony of the present day is 
nota native. The writer is wrong, how- 
ever, as to the source from whence it 
sprang. A reference to Mackenzie's voy- 
ages, publisbed in Philadelphia in 1802, 
shows that during the years 1789 and 1798 
horses were known to be part of the pore- 
essions of the Picaneaux, Blackfeet and 
Blood Indians. On page 68 of the book 
referred to, these Indians are mentioved 
as ‘' people who deal in borses'’ and peo- 
ple who ** take them upon war partivs into 
Mexico." Further on in the samt inter 
esting book the quarrels of the Stone In- 
diane and the Knisteneaux Indiate are 
attributed 0 thefts of wouen and horses, 
and it is stated that theese Indiana had 
great numbers of horses and that they 
were brought in great numbcra from the 
Spanish settlements in Mexico. 

Mackenzie further etutes that ut the 
time of bis celebrated voyuges during the 
years above referred to, many of the bourses 
then in possesion of the Indians were 
Uranded with the initials of the original 
Owners. 

It is quite evident also that at the time 
Mackenzie speaks of the horee had got 
tborough!; acclimatized. and it is stated 
that they were able to look after them- 
selves both winter aud summer, 

Mr. Charles Mair of Prince Albert, 
author of * Tecumseb,"’ tells me that he 
hus given this question some thought and 
research, and he is eatisfied that the hoves 
wasiotroduced intothe country by the Span 
iarde, and that the Blackfeet and other In- 
dians, bearing of them, murched bodily 
down through hostile trives to Mexico aad 
captured and returned with them to the 
North country, 

Inbreeding and the climste iaay pio- 
bably account for the pony as be is found 
at the present day. 

Jt w quite certain that the horse has 
been known and in use mach over a bun- 
dred yeurs and that branding is not by 
apy means a modern iden.
